Cheverel ts a fmdl village, with- 
in five meafured miles and an half of 
Devizes, a capital market town in 
Wilt/hire y in the high road from Lon^ 
don to Bath \. and nineteen miles from 
BatH. It is a healthy 2Lnd^' defightful 
fpot: part of my parifh lies in the 
vale, and part ^^fi 'the tkwns, which 
extend from thence to Sali/buryy one 
and twenty milj^^L T^ "pillage con- 
tains forty houfes, including the par- 
fotiage hdtife: only three fubftantial 
farmers, the reft are laboUfeVs. A

My. faiary is j^. — a year, with 
what furplice fees there are, which are 
very inconfiderable in fo fmall and 
poor a parifh. The parfbnage is fiir- 
tiifhed m a plain way, and there is 
a good garden. When we are at CAw- 
erel you will be at no expence, as you 
will be always welcome to. our table. 
And in the depth of winter we fhall 
be glad to fee you for a fortnight or 
three weeks, at any time it fuits you, 
at my houfe at Brijiol, by way of 
changing the fcenc, as you may eafily 
get a fupply for a Sunday or two at 
Cheverel. If any other curacy in the 
neighbourhood ihould happen to he 
vacant, which probably jiiay be -the 
caSty and which you might chooie to 
undertake the duty of, I and my 
parifliioners will be willing you fhould 
ccngage in if— I have no books> but 

what 
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what I bring with me from Brijiol ; 
but any in my library therey I can (and 
moft readily wH\) lend you from time 
to time. 

It is ar great fatisfaAion to me to 
have a gentleman fo well recommend- 
ed to me by my v^ry worthy friend 
Mr. Orton, who has fo great a dc- 
lire to promote* the interefts of re- 
ligion, and the happinefs. and welfare 
of mankind. — We are defirous of 
having you with us at Cheverel^s foon 
as you can, that we may have it in 
our power to be with, you for fomc 
little time, and reconcile you to the 
place ', more efpecially, a^ you will be 
a perfed ftranger to it. But I would 
BOt have you diftrefs yourfelf for 
time ; for I would wait fomewhat 
longer before L return to Briftoly rather 
than fobjeft you ta any inconvenience.

We 
were afraid left the folitude of Chevercl 
would have been more irkfome to you, 
th^n you h^ve fQund it; and that 
this mnH^-fp.afm yoi? W/OuJd not have 
been fo well atten4ed UfK>n at churchy 
as we could have; wiflied, and coiife- 
quently been difcour^ed.-^ Hawevpr, 
you have fe^ ' the worft oi things". 
Every thing now is* in its moft dif- 
advantageous ftate j. an4 if people ^a^ 
attend you tbefe fhori day^,, .and ^htn 
the roads are ^ dirty, thers' is no 
doubt but thef wiU attend yott, wheq, 
the paths are cleaner, an4 the days 
loager, Fhope it will pleafe God to 
B 4 blefs

bkfs your miniftry, and that your 
prefent fituation will be- beneficial to 
yourfelf and my people. — You much 
pleafe me by faying^ you aim at fe- 
rious, plain preaching, which you en- 
force with earneftnefs, not violence, 
Violence always difgufts, earneftnefs pro-^ 
perly imprefles me. Nothing can be 
snore unbecoming the gravity and de- 
cency of a clergyman, than ftamping^ 
his feet, and thumping the cufhion, 
as the manner of fome is, and which 
they call preaching with power. 

I am very glad to hear, that fome 
of my parifhioners have been ^^^ 
in private for your advice Arid affift- 
ance, as to their religious concerns. 
This is a furt ufi of confidence, and an 
heart-felt conviftion, that you are in 
their efteem a refpedable charafter, 
able and willing to affift them. I 
talked feparately to every one of them 
hot to pegle<a their atttendancc on ybu, 

and 
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and am glad to hear any good effi^ds 
from it. A very exemplary and 
learned minifter told me lately, that 
he had been taught more of Chrift and 
vital chriftianity by eonveriing with 
ibme of his poor, but ferious parilh- 
ioners, than by all the tosks he had 
crer read. I mention this for your 
cncoUragement.^ 

Your {peaking of Melchifeiec's being 
" without father or mother/'* as 
cauiing thefe people to wonder j put 
me in mind of one of our players 
here, who faid, that at the time of our

great fair (in order to get i full houfe) 
it was policy to have a play with forne^ 
hard^n^mcj siS Or oonoko, &c.as people, 
(efpecially ignorant peoplej loved ta 
hear wh^t they did not underftandy and 
to be particularly curious about an 
hard ngme. I remember a parfo^y 
much famed among the , country-pco-^ 
pie for being able to read the tenfh.. 
chapter of liehmiahy in which there 
are fo many hard words ; and they^ 
ufed to fay, that he muft furely be a 
wonder fulij fine Jchdard to read, them 
off fo roundly. 

I received a letter lately fram Mr. 
Orton, wherein he prefTes your ex- 
plaining the epiftle and gofpel in the 
defk on a Sunday morning \ not by 
way ' of fermon, but expofition. i 
know not what to fay to this. It is 
fomewhat irregular : and to keep in the 
regular track, will in all re^efts be 
bei(. I attribute what he.%s on the 

fubjed: 
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fubjeft to his not being fufiicientljr 
matter of our ecclefiaftical laws and 
inftitutions. In the fame kttcr, he 
writes thus. ~ " Enfield has lately 
publiflicd a very ufeful book> called 
'^ The Preacher's Diredory." It is 
a coUeftion of texts, ranged under fe-^ 
veralheads, and will he very fervice- 
able to young preachers to furnifh 
them with proper fubjeds to preach 
on, and texts for illuftration and proof. 
I wifli you would recommend it to 
Mr. S. You fafely may, for there 
can be no herefy in t ha f^ though it 
comes from W. as it confifts wholly 
of texts of fcripture.'* — I fent my fer- 
vant into toWn, and very luckily the 
boo^feller had one. It coft fix fhil- 
lings. But as I am obliged to pack 
it up immediately, I can form no 
judgment of it ; but it feems a very 
ufeful performance, and as what will 
furjiifh you with texts for converjing 

with 
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with the people, who com^ to yom 
Lay it before you, as you fip your 
tea, and then a ghnce of the eye fur- 
nilhfs you with fome ufeful text. I 
have now almoft done fermon-writing^ 
]fut wifh I had been acquainted with it 
idne or ten years ago. It is a verjt 
neatly printed book. Mr. Orton is 
one of the truly fenfible, moderate 
diflenters, and a man of folid, ftefling 
piety.* He fays, he has written you a 
long letter. f Bring it with you when 
you come here, and let us know what 
time will fuit you beft to make us a 
vifit.

How little 
good has been done by thofe dif- 
courfes I have taken fo much pains

I 0nc€ went into thfc 
pulpit fanguine with hope : I now go 
up as an a£l,df duty in the fight oif 
God, and becaufe my friends advifc 
me to preach. You moft keqa k 
tight rein over yourfelf, and confide!r 
minifters are only inftruments, and the 
bleffing is God's. A proper emula- 
tion is hudable. Popularity becomes 
a fnare, when we grow proud, con- 
ceited, and behave accordingly, at- 
tributing all to f elf y unmindful of the 
^race and bleffing of God; and re- 
garding 
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garding ^ar "^ww reputation only, 
without being defirous of his glory, 
and the falvation of our fellow-crea- 
tures. I daily pray for God's grace 
to ftrengthen and fucceed your endea- 
vours, and it is my greateft pleafure to 
hear of your fuccefs.*

couraging fome, and admomfhing 
others. — I am glad to hear fo good 
an account of •*; but till people 
pray from principle, there can, he no 
workof grace begun in. them.

We reached home fafelyj, 
(blefled be God !) on Friday evening, 
after a very fultry journey. — I was at 
the Hot'Wells yefterday morning, and 
am moft heartily fick of it already, I 
long for the retirement oiCheverel. 

Bear mc, yt Gods \ oh, quickly bear me hence, 
To wholefome folitude, the nurfe of/enfe : 
Where contemplation prunes her ruffled wings, 

lryffi§i by the interruptions and 
folliesof public placesj 
And die freey&«/ looks down to fity Kings. 

Public places are the nurferies offolfy^ 
You may well fay, " Give me the 
Ckever el m^cks.*' 

Sir 
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Sir T. H. is very ill here, and cn- 
groffcs miich of my time, precious 
time* — quod fugU irrevocabile. Re- 
km timey is cooftantly ringing in my 

You fay I may do much real good 
by preaching at the Wells among the 
dif&pated great. I deipair of it, and 
ihertfore am (b reluAant. Had I pro- 
per fermons> fiich {daces^ as Cheverel^ 
would be my delight^ — obfcuro pfitus 
hco'^nnllis notus fidriiiius..—' Lady • 
ailced me if I would preach at the ff^ells 
on Sunday next. I excitfed myfelf by 
faying, that Lady Charlotte Edwin 
was expefted next week, and Lord 
Litchfield; who would probably 
a& me, and that I flioukL oblige them^ 

at 

* On this occafion the Do6lor a^ed in Ui 
medteai capacity ; which he fometimes did, 
when defired by fome (Mrticular friend. He 
Wa3 well acquainted with the worthy baronet

her Ladyfhip's requeft. She faid fhe 
would come to All-Saints.

ed) that I was a methodift. So that 
no good would be. done^ They would 
agree, that I faid ftriking things, and 
therefore contributed a little to their 
amufement. " What will this babler 
fay?" — Why, he will fay fomething 
more fpirited than Dr. Humdrum. I 
fear the face of no man living : it. is 
not fear of them : but ny fpirUs are 

broken 
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broken by feeing, that my inftruc- 
tions are difregarded, and that at pub- 
lic places there is too much difEpation 
to permit of any degree- of fcrioufnefs : 
and therefore I keep my breath to 
cool my pottage. — Mrs.* (the great 
wit of the age) complimented me 
t'other day by faying, — " Give me 
"leave. Dr. Stonhouse, to aik you, 
when we are to be temfiiud by your 
inftruftions ?" My reply was that — 
*^ my expeAations of benefitting were 
at fo very low an ebb, as in a manner 
to make me give over all hopes of 
doing good, and that I fhould decline 
preaching at the Wel/s this feafon/*— 
It was not a very polite anfwer, but a 
true one. She (as flie has a large for- 
tune) fuppofed I fhould have immedi- 
atehf anfwered, "Whenever jciyplcafe. 
Madam, to defire it.*' — But I knew ihc 
had no fcrioufnefs in her ; but mptely 
curiolity prompted her, whic|i I was 

not 
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not difpofed to gratify, and fo we part- 
ed. 

At Cheverel and at AU-Saints, it 
IS my duty to preach; but I diflike>. 
greatly diflike, at my time of life, 
being made a raree-fliow c^^ at Bathy, 
the fVells, &c. hopelefs of doing good. 
God knows the fincerity of my heart,, 
when I fay, that (old as I am, and 
weak as I am) I would preach from 
January to December daily, had I pro- 
per opportunities, and a profpecft of 
being ufeful. 

You are certainly in* a f^iere oF 
ufefulnefs, refpecJled and heard with 
great attention; ** niay be an in- 
ftance to the contrary. However, fo 
long as he comes to church, and iits^ 
under the means of grace, he may bc- 
impreffed, when we fcafr expeft it. — . 
We are to guard againft him, and 
jMray to God for hinK *^ Be wife as. 
fcrpents/^ take care hc- docs, not hurt 

yfut 
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you: " but be h^mlefs ais doves,*' 
have no intention or defire of hurting 
himy further than the hurt fuch a flan- 
derer may receive by our jufi and ne- 
4:eflary defence of ourfelves. This is 
truly xhriftian condud. People may 
difregarii us^ and calumniate us as mi- 
iiiifters.j but let us do our dutyy and be 
faithful to God amidft a generation 
of unkind and faithlefs men.

Fivm a Minister to one in Affliction, 
My DfeAR Sir,

AM grieved to hear <hat your amiable 
Daughter is dead. — I sincerely and very ten-' 
derly sympathize with you under this affliction, 
by which you are visited with sorrow upori 
sorrow^ as it so soon follows the great loss of 
your Son. — -^*Tho* I know not the htart of a 
parentj yet,.

his name shall he upon their foreheads » Rev. xxii. 
3 and 4. Everyone shall he a priest to 
God, and holiness to the Lord shall be as it were 
inscribed on every one. Blessed are they that 
dlwell in his house below, they are still prais- 
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ing him. Thrice blessed, inexpressibly, in- 
conceivably blessed, are they who dweirin his 
heavenly temple; where no sickness or weari- 
ness affect them J no aching head, no dull^ 
languid heart, no external circumstances pre- 
vent, retard, or interrupt their worship, or 
any way imbitter the pleasure, or hinder the 
profit of it. They hear nothing from others, * 
they see nothing in others, they feel nothing in 
themselves, which gives them the ka^ concern 
or uneasiness: all is devotion, joy and rap- 
ture, and that of every one contributes to in- 
crease that of each other. On that blessed 
assembly the Sun of righteousness ever seines; 
and every joy that heart can wish or God 
bestow is theirs, and theirs for ever. 

Upon the whole, one thing have 1 desired of 
.the Lord, and that will I seek after, that I may 
dwell in the house of the Lord, at the stiUed sea^ 
sons of religious worship, all the days of my 
life, to behold the beauty of the Lord, and in- 
quire his will in his temple; and by this means, 
go from strength to strength, till I appear in 
Zion before God, and worship, sing and love 
with devotion, ardour, and joy like theirs 
4ibove!. Amen, ,
